SURVIVORS TELL OF RESCUES 


Dayton, O., March 20.—Dayton today be- 
gan the reconstruction of the city following 
the flood disaster. The waters of the four 
streams which overflowed the city have re- 
ceded so far that it is possible to penetrate 
on foot all except a few of the sections of 
the city. 

The work of rescue is practically finished, 
the last of the refugees having been taken fo 
places of sefety. Most of the bodies in the 
limits of the city itself have been found and 
search for others is being made farther down 
the river. 

Ninety bodies have been recovered, and it 
is estimated that the total number of deaths 
will not be more than 150. With the recovery 
of the bodies ended, removal of the wreckage 
of the flood was begun by the state troops, 
the local authorities, and the volunteers.

Most of the drug stores in the city were 
wrecked by the flood and the foderal and state 
health authorities who are on the ground 
are unebdie to work without drugs and sur- 
gical instruments. 

Another great need fe for fresh milk. Zhe 
shortage of milk has worked great suffering 
among the babies in the city. Bread is in al- 
most as great a demand.

The governor, 
the mayor, the local committees, 
and the citizens have all_ expressed 
much gratitéde at the action of the 
national government, an@ have wel- 
comed us warmly, all of them stat- 
ing that the fact that a direct repre- 
sentative has been sent to their com- 
munity has been of the greatest 
benefit to the morale of the city.

‘The question before the commit- 
tees yesterday was whether they would esk 
the legislature to permit the Chicago council 
to grant franchises for a period of more than 
twenty years. That is the statutory limit 
at present. 
"ted Maanctal interest wanted the city to 
get authority to grant franchises for e longer 
period. The aldermen hesitated and thes 
refused to decide what they ie recom- 
mend. 
“It will be impossible i ae out the 
merger scheme with a franchise of only 
twenty years,” said Attorney Gilbert Porter, 
representing the elevated companies “The 
plans contemplate that $25,000,000 shall be 
put in downtown subways in the next four 
years, and §$106,000,000 ip other improve- 
“ments and extensions in the following ten or 
twelve years, so that only four or five years 
would be left of a twenty year grant efter 
this money is invested.”

Cleaners Get Raise. 

“The men requested this board to allow 
$2.25 per day for the first year’s work for 
car cleaners, janitors, and terminal men. 
This, as I figure it, would give the men an in- 
come of less than $800 a year. The findings 
which Judge Scanlan and I signed as to the 
pay of car repairers, motor repairers, in- 
spectors, and dopers allows §2.20 per day for, 
the first year’s service. This was Judge Scan- 
lan’s proposition, which I accepted and voted 
for. This finding for these men will give them 
less than $800 a year income. 

“ Representatives of the men have argued 
that the increase of wages of the street car 
men in Chicago has not kept pace with the 
increased cost of living, while it has been con- 
tended by the representatiyes of the street 
car companies that the cost of living has in- 
creased less rapidly than the increase in 
wages. 

“ Here the evidence is not conclusive. The 
data as to the increase of wages and the cost 
of living is not euch, in my judgment, as to 
justify any positive finding on this point. 

‘‘ Every one recognizes that responsibility, 
skiil, and experience should count for some- 
thing in fixing the rate of pay. For this rea- 
son I have felt the discussion should not be 
as to a living wage, but as toa fair wage. 


Points Out Increases. 

“The findings made by a majority of the 
board increase the pay of all trainmen on 
the south side lines; for the majority of them 
the increase is 2 cents an hour. To the men 
on the ‘swing runs’ ten minutes additional 
‘time is allowed for the second ‘ pull out,’ for 
which they are paid. 

“Tt was stated during the hearing that 
the‘ north and west side lines were to abide 
by the decision of this board as to the south 
side lines. The pay of all motormen and con- 
ductors on the north and west side lines will 
therefore be substantially increased—for the 
majority 2 cents an hour. The findings also 
increase the pay for some of the north and 
west side trainmen five minutes for turn- 
ing in time each day.

Strike Is Threatened. 


MEN REFUSE ARBITRATION. 


Threatened Walkout in the Clothing 
Trade Averted. 


—_— 


Unless an agreement is reached before 
Tuesday, more than 9,000 painters and deco- 


| rators in Chicago will go on a strike. Ata 


meeting of the Painters and Decorators’ club, 
composed of the largest employing firms in 
the city, the demands of the paintere were 
refused yesterday. The agreement between 
the painters and the employers expires on 
April 1. 

An attempt to make a new agreement failed 
when the painters demanded an increase in 
wages and shorter working houra The unjon 
men also demanded several working rules 
which the employers refused. to consider. The 
employers have agreed to only one of tb- 
various clauses submitted by the union. The 
officials of the district council sent an ulti- 
matum to the employers and declared a strike 
will be called Tuesday. 

Employers Would Arbitrate. 

The members of the employers’ committee 
declared their willingmess to arbitrate the 
matter, but the painterd refused to consider 


anything but the echedule first submitted. 


The refusal of the employers to consider the 
new agreement caused negotiations to be 
broken off. : 

The painters demand 65 cents an hour and 
eight hours per day. Their agreement also 
prohibits a painter working any fraction over 
the eight hours per day. Another clause to 
which the employers offer objection states 
that jOurneymen shall not leave town before 
7:30 o'clock in the morning or work later than 
5 in the afternoén. 


Threatened Strike Averted. 

The threatened strike of the employés of the 
Hart; Schaffner & Marx company was avert- 
ed yesterday when an agreement was reached 
between the arbitrating committees. The 
trouble arose over the signing of a new con- 
tract, which will become effective Apri! 1. 
The clothing firm conducts an open shop and 
an attempt was made by the garment workers 
to unionize all the employésa 

An agreement between the railway man- 
agers and the trainmen is expected this week. 
G. W. Hanger, United States labor commis- 
sioner, who is acting as mediator, has been 
in conference with the two committees for the 
last week. The troubles of the trainmen and 
the managers reached a crisis, and the labor 
commissioner was called to prevent a strike 
on nineteen railroads in Chicago. 


RAILROAD MAN NEAR DEATH 


George T. Nicholson, Santa Fe Vice 
President, in Critical Condition in 
Calffornia Hospital 


Los Angeles, Cal, March 29.—[Special.]}— 
George T. Nicholson, vice president of the 
Santa Fé, in charge of traffic, is in a critical 
condition at the California hospital, where 
he was removed yesterday for an operation 
for meningitis, The attending physician 
holds forth but little hope of his recovery, 
saying that the operation should have been 
performed some months ago. Nicholson, ac- 
companied by his wife, came here from 
Chicago in November for his health, and 
went to Coronado. Two weeks ago they re- 
turned here and took up their residence at 
the Alexandria hotel. His condition became 
grave Friday, and yesterday he was re- 
moved to the hospital.

Friends and relatives of Clinton S. Wool- 
folk, president of the Realty Realization 
company, who killed himself in his Bvanston 
residence early Thursday morning, opposed 
the reopening of the inquest yesterday. They 
said that further inquiry would not contro- 
vert the verdict that the shooting was acci- 
dental. They felt that nothing but pain 
to the survivors would be the outcome. 

Coroner Hoffman insisted, however, that 
the interests of the commonwealth, the in- 
surance at stake, more than a quarter of 
@ million dollars, and the duties of his of- 
fice, called for what he termed to be “ more 
than a perfunctory investigation.” 


Reasons for Accident Theory. 

Friends and relatives of the dead landman | 
who stoutly support the accidental theory 
point te the following absence of motive: 

Woolfolk was not-a man subject to moods 
of despondency; he was in the best of heakth; 
his business affaires were suffering from np 
financial stress, and his home life was happy. 

His appointment om the night of his death 
to take an automobile trip from Evanston 
to Chicago on the next day with a friend. 

His avowed intention to his wife of cleaning 
the gun. 

The rods, oil, and cleaning wads were out 
on a chair beside the body. 

A ‘hole behind the left ear and the upper 
right side of the head which they designate 
as the ingress and exit of the charge. 

The possibility that a tassel on the bath- 
robe which the man was wearing might 
have caught in the triggers and discharged 
the gun, 

The fact that the contesting clause fn sev- 
eral large insurance policies carried by Wool- 
folk have not expired. 


Suicide Indications. 

The coroner says that the suicide theory 
is strengthened by the following indications: 

The load of shot entered the head through 
the roof of the mouth. The teeth were un- 
“injured, indicating Woolfolk’s mouth was 
closed over the weapon. The course of the 
shot was upward and to the right, the shot 
being fired from the right barrel of the gun. 

The gun barrels are short enough for a 
man to reach the triggers with his hands. 

The hole behind the left ear is too small 
for a charge of shot and was caused by a piece 
of bone being blown outward. 


Reports on Woolfolk Trade. 

About a month ago a Chicago mercantile 
agency sent to its patrons the report of one 
of Woolfolk’s recent transactions for the 
Realty Realization company. On a trade, 
Woolfolk had exchanged about $50,000 worth 
of stock in the land company for a similar 
amount of real estate. The real estate was 
put omthe market and sold within ten days. 

Granville W. Browning, brother-in-law of 
Woolfolk, said that the company’s profits 
averaged 100 per cent and that the firm was 
on a@ sound financial basis and had been pay- 
ing large dividends. The. report of an ac 
counting firm which recently went over the 
books was favorable. Other members of the 
company said. that the sale of the real estate 
was one of the many examples of Mr. Wool- 
folk’s rare business acumen. 


Credit Not Questioned. 

Bankers with whom Woolfolk did business 
say the credit of the Realty Realization com- 
pany was not questioned. One banker said 
Woolfolk had never been refused a loan. 
The nature of the tand business was such 
that frequent loans were necessary. The 
company dealt in Texas and Louisiana lands, 
purchasing and selling on time. Loans were 
made on the notes and other negotiable paper 
received in the real estate sales.

Donovan is 
a law graduate of Michigan university, wae 
city attorney of South Haven, Mich., and has 
lived in Chicago five years. He bears the in- 
dorsement of the M. V. L. Last «November 
Mr. Donovan was the Democratic candidate 
for congress against Congressman Madden in 
the First district and also received the Pro- 
gressive indorsement. He is now contesting 
Mr. Madden’s election. The M. Vi.L. dis- 
misses Ald, Kenna with the statement that 
he is “ monotonously unfit.” 


Second Ward—Vote for Harding. 
Al& George F. Harding Jr. is by long odds | 
the choice of the Seid in the Second ward.

Braun is backed by the Moose organiza- 
tion, including the women of the new party, 
who have been making an active campaign 
in his behalf.

KING LOUIS XI, WAS LEPER? 


Friedmann Serum, Derived from 
Sea Turtle, Recalls Story. 
FRENCH RULER AN INVALID. 


Sent Mariner to Cape Verde Islands to 
Test Leprosy Remedy. : 


PARIS, March 29.—A French higtorian, in 
connection with the alleged cure for tubercu- 
losis now being advanced by Dr. F. F. Fried- 
mann. in the United States, calls attention to 
the little known fact that the medicinal use 
of the sea turtle is by no means of recent 
daite. 

On July 8, 1483, King Louis XI. of France 
gent George the Greek, master mariner, to 
the Cape Verde islands to seek “ various 
things touching nearly te the well being and 
health of our person.”” The Cape Verde 
islanders had the reputation of possessing a 
cure of leprosy, a report of which had been 
brought back to France by a traveler from 
the coast of Guinea at about the time King 
Louis was in declining health, 

Lepers Used Turtles’ Blood, 

According to the recital of this traveler, the 
big sea turtles were caught by the islanders 
when they came out on the beach at low 
tide to feed. They were at once Killed and 
their blood caught in large tuba, 

Persons affiicted with leprosy bathed in the 
bicod and afterwards ate of the turtie’s flesh. 


This treatment was kept up for two years, | 


at the end of which time the patients were 
usually completely cured of the dreadful dis- 


ease. 
French King Leprosy Victim? 

This record would tend to show that Louts 
XI. was a leper, That such was the case had 
been rumored by chroniclers, but the reason 
of the expedition to the Cape Verde islands, 
now published for the first time, throws 
much Mght on the psychology‘ef Louis XI, 
his {11 humor, and his sedulous avoidance of 
mankind during the last daye of his life. 

The wretched man evidently believed him- 
gelf smitten with leprosy. He was, however, 
never fated to test the efficacy of the sea 
turtle remedy, for he died on Aug, 80, 1483, 
before the r-turn of the expedition.

The rajah who gave it to the archeologist 
averred that it assured supreme power to one 
of the members of the possessor’s family, but 
that he would also die a violent death. 


Idol Given to Scientist. 

The Hindoo prince preferred to forego 
power under such conditions, and so it came 
into the possession of the man of science, 
who gave it to M. Carnot. 

The minister of finance was not super- 
etitious and accepted the gift. 

The evening of Carnot’s unexpected eleo- 
tion to the presidency of the republic the 
archeologist received @ daconic note from 
Mme. Carnot, sayings 

“It ie the statue.” 

Seven years later President Carnot wae 
assassinated at Lyons. 


Carnot Kin Give Up Omen, 

When Mme. Carnot died her children found 
in her will an urgent request to them not 
to keep the idol. Her sons, in compliance 
With their mother’s laat wish, got rid of the 
image, which ultimately came into the hands 
of an intimate friend of M. Poincaré’s, who 
presented it to that statesman on Aug. 20, 
1911, hie birthday anniversary. 


STUDIES YEARS FOR DEGREE;

BULGARIAN ATTACK 
UPON ADRIANOPLE 
COSTS 14.000 MEN 


Last Days’. Fighting Before 
Beleaguered City Causes 
Enormous Losses. 


SERVIANS TAKE TURK CHIEF 


Enforcement ot Peace by Powers 
Balked by Russia; Allies Firm 
in Indemnity Demand: 


BULGARS PIERCE TCHATALJA LINES 


LONDON, March 29.—The Bulgarian 
casualties in the last day’s fighting at the 
taking of Adrianople are estimated at 14,000 
killed and wounded. The first regiments 
which advanced to the attock lost fifty-six 
of their officers and men, according to a 
Central News dispatch from Sofia. 

A late dispatch from the same source says 
the Bulgarian troops pierced the Tchatalja 
lines in the neighborhood of Lake Derkos on 
the Black sea today, and are pushing for- 
ward victoriously on Constantinople. 


Balkan States Defy Powers. 
Although the great powers have com- 
manded that the Balkan war cease, the fight- 
ing continues. The allies, taking heart by 
success, receive the ultimatums politely and 
reply that they agree with these in principle, 
but cannot accept all the details. 

The spectacle of the six great powers work- 
ing in harmony on the dreaded eastern 
question is marked by the equally strange 
spectacie of the Balkan states defying them. 
Meanwhile the concert of the powers re- 
mains as strong only as its weakest link, and 
since Russia cannot be expected to use her 
army and navy against her Slav brethren to 
loosen their grip on the Turk, the proceed- 
a oe have been reduced to a diplomatic de- 
te. 


Allies Firm on Indemnity. 

‘The allies have accepted the powers’ peace 
terms as “a basis of negotiations,” but cHng 
to their determination to exact an indemnity 
and refuse to muzzle their guns until the 
Turks accept their terms. Their experience 
of the last armistice, they declare, was that 
Turkey used it merely to gain time. 

The Bulgarian army, therefore, continues 
to batter at the Tchatalja linea It is entire- 
ly possible that the allies may march into 
Constantinople before peace is signed. 


Servians Capture Turk Commander. 

BELGRADE, March 29.—The honor of cap- 
turing Shukiri Pasha, the Turkish com- 
mander in chief of Adrianople, with his head- 
quarters staff, belongs to the Twentieth 
Servian regiment of infantry. 

An official statement issued here today 
gaid Shukri Pasha, two other Turkish gen- 
erals, twenty-two field officers, and 160 junior 
officers were in Hadurbuk fort to the north- 
west of the city, when the Servian regiment 
stormed and captured it. On the following 
day Shukri Pasha was handed over by the 
Serviang to Gen. Nikolaivanoff, the Bulgarvian 
commander im chief. Seventeen thousand 
Ottoman troops also surrendered to the Ser- 
vians. 

The Bulgarian headquarters staff has been 
informed that Servian coUperation with the 
Bulgarian troops is no longer necesary, and 
the withdrawal of Servian forces from the 
vicinity of Adrianople will begin today. 


Constantinople Claims Victory. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, March 29.—It is offi- 
cially reported that a detachment of the 
enem'y which had taken an advanced position 
to the west of Biyuk Chekmedye, has been 
driven back with considerable boss and the 
position recaptured.

Dramatist Points Neglect of Family. 
and Loveless Marriages, 


{Br CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, March 29.—G. Bernard Shaw has 
been making trouble for himself by a con- 
tribution to the Berliner Tageblatt on do- 
mestic life in England, The article has been 
retranslated from the German by an English 
paper, which remarks that some of Shaw's 
paradoxes may cause emotion. For example, 
Shaw says: 

“ There ig hardly any family life in Eng- 
land. The men spend two-thirds of their 
time away from home, either at work or 
journeying to some place of work, or in @ 
club or public house. During the remaining 
one-third they mostly elther sleep or eat. 
The children are at school or on errands, or 
play about the street. 

* Nobody in Engiand has particularity close 
relations with his relatives or family. This 
is the great secret of the wonderful ex- 
clusivenese of the home. 


Theater Refuge from Home, 
“ There may be exceptional! cases where the 
husband works at home as an artist or writer, 
or idles about as a rich man. Such homes, 
however, are for the most part as unstable 
as those depicted by Strindberg in his playa 
The theater in England hae no chief object 
to serve except ae a refuge from the dullness 
of evenings at home. | 
“ The English never think or speak of the 
members of their family as of friends, but 
always as relatives. Only domestio habits 
are viewed as a duty; all other habits are re- 
garded as pleasures. Domestic manners are" 
distinguished from society manners as being 
‘of less value and Shakspeare’s dictum, 
‘home-keeping youths have ever homely 
wits,’ hag become a proverb. 

“No man in England admits the truth 
about his family—not even to himself. Small 
families living in close affection are believed 
to produce the worst offspring, whereas large 
and unsentimental families are regarded as 
go successful that they have become common. 


Calls Sex Selection Impossible. 
“The biological value of family life in 
modern England cannot be gauged as indiffer- 
ences in income and, therefore, in social po- 
sition renders sexual seldttion impossible. 
Every individual, male and female, is con- 
fronted by the fact that his or her choice of 
a mate is confined to two or three persons 
whom none would have congidered at all had 
there been a different choice. 

“ Fashionable ladies fall in love with acro- 
bats and have to marry colonels. Shop @s- 
sistants fall in love with countesses and are 
obliged to marry shop giris. Kings end 
queens have been pitied fon their poll 
marriages, but in point of fact the ratios 
love marriages in royal circles ts probably as 
large as in other classes of the community, 

“The marriage and the family exist today 
merely as purely economic accidents, and 
therefore do not deserve any discussion, 
since their true nature and tendencies could 
only be studied in a community where all 
classes should intermarry at will.”

I 
enter a saddle establishment next door which 
has gsacdles and bridles with trappings of afl- 
ver and am told that the haclendsdo often 
spends several hundred dollars on his eques- 
trian outfit in addition tothe cost of his horga.

Buch footgear costs about 25 cents a pair, 
But let us go on with our walk. Look atthe 
aign over the store in front of which we are 
Standing. You might think those letters spell 
“ Hats and Sombreros.” They donot. They 
read “ Puerto del Sol,” or “ Gate of the Bum” 
A little further on is a barber shop called “ La 
Perla, or “ the Pearl,” and around the way 
@ tobacconist sells cigars and cigarets under 
the sign of “The White Cat. I know of 
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‘The land is one of the rich and the poor, 
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profits no matter how slow the sales, and he 


I find that mercantile credits here are ae 


good as those of the United States, although 
many men charge that the Mexicans are 
tricky in dealing. They are said, however, 
te meet their bills, and it is claimed that 00 
t of these long credit sales are paid 
The English and Germans under- 
stand this and take advantage of it, whereas 
American more often demands cash with 
order, thereby losing a gale. 
There are now many /merican stores in 
Mexican capital, and most of them have 
Prices marked in plain figures, but, even so, 
you can get some reduction in these days of 
hard times. About the finest establishments 
are the jewelry stores. They are filled with 
golé and silver trinkets from Paris and with 
precious stones of all kinds. I find such 
places in almost every block, and along the 
Avenida San Francisco are many which 
would be ae credit to Boston or New York. 
There are also big groceries, dry goods 
etores and hardware establishments. 


Curio Shops Interesting. 


The curio stores are interesting. They sell 
Mexican drawn work, stdmped leathers in 
the shape of pocketbooks and purses, and 
@panish fans, laces, and mantillas. Nearly 
every such shop hase half peck or s0 of Opals, 
which it selle by the piece or the handful, ac- 
cording to quality. Some of these stones are 
beautiful, and an especially fine one will bring 
$100 and upward. Others, which may reflect 
ali the colors of the rainbow, are bunched 
tegether and sold at a few dollars a pint. 

There are cigar stores everywhere. Every 


- ene in Mexico, men and women, smokes 


cigare or cigarets. Mexico makes excellent 
brands of tobacco, and that much cheaper 
than in the states. You can get a fairly good 
cigar for a nickel, and one that costs 10 cents 
here would be worth 25 cents in the United 
States. The cigarete, which are often put up 
in black paper, look deadly, but the tobacco 
in them is milé and I am told they are good. 
As to the men who are doing the business, 
Americans own most of the stores selling 
curios, hardware, and drugs. The French 
have the fine dry goods business, and the 
have big establishments of various 
Many of the latter are bankers and 
are wholesalers. The German mer- 
as a rule speak Spanish and not a 
of them have Mexican wives. As to the 
Spaniards, they hold somewhat the same 
place that the Italians do in the United States. 
They have the corner groceries, and they also 
peddle goods all over the country. Some of 
them stay here only a short time and then go 


_ dack to Spain to spend what they have meade. 


Many Small Industries. 


Mexico has many house industries, and 
there are towns that make certain kinds of 
wares which are peddled about over the coun- 
\try or sold in small shops by the nativea 

About every city market you Will find booths 
devoted to fancy work, pottery, shoes, or 
cheap dry goods and notions. Every town 
has its plaza or public square, and around 
this are arcades upheld by pillars which run 


‘long in front of the stores. These arcades 


are filled with petty merchants, whose eg. 
tablishments consist of a cupboard and count- 
er set against one of the pillars. These ped. 
diere sell all sorts of things, and they are of 


* all ages and of both sexes.

her back against the wall and a half dozen 
pairs of children’s sharp toed shoes on the 
flags before her.

Four Maharajahs in India and 
the Khedive Have Given 
Offense.

Khedive Abbas’ riddance of his Hungarian 
wife, who has left Egypt for good and all, 
will be a sdurce of considerable relief to the 
women of the reigning houses of Europe who 
are fond of visiting the land of the Nil. 

Her presence at Cairo has been asubject of 
‘embarrassment to them on the occasion of 
their sojourns there. 

Etiquette required that they: should ex- 
change visits with the princess, that is tosay, 
with the mother and the wi es of the ruler of 
the country, But most of them refused to 
accord this recognition to Khediviah Zobeida. 

Long is the list of queens, and women of 
the reigning houses of Europe who have 
made the trip to Mgypt since the opening of 
the Suez canal, not quite half a century ago, 
and ‘none of them ever displayed any hesita- 
tion about exchanging calls while at Cairo 
with the four wives of Khedive Ismail, one 
of whom, the mother of his eldest son and 
euccessor, was of Egyptian peasant origin. 


Recognition Is Refused. 

However, when the ruler of Egypt availed 
himseif of the permission of his creed to add 
@ renegade to the number of his consorts 
and contracted a Moslem marriage with the 
Magyar countess whom he has just discard- 
ed they declined to recognize her, and while 
some, regardless of the khedive's feelings, 
ored her completely during their stay in 

iro, Others preferred to keep away. 
Khedive Abbas is not the only member of 
the reigning house of Egypt who has con- 
tracted a matrimonial alliance with a for- 
eigner of Christian birth and origin. One of 
his cousins, Ibrahim Hassan, married in a 
London registry office a California actress 
of the name of Ola Humphreys, who has 


} figured both on the American and on the 


English stage. 

The marriage failed to receive the sanction 
of the khedive that was necessary to render 
it legal in the eyes of the law of Egypt, 


Married a Spanish Danseuse. 

Until seven years ago there was no vassal 
ruler in India more feted by English society 
or more welcome at the court of St. James 
than the maharajah of Kapurthala. ° 

In 1906, howevef, while attending the wed- 
ding of King Alfompo as one of the latter's 
most bonored guests, he fell in love at Madrid 
with Anita Dalgado, one of a trio of danseuses 
and whose father’s chief source of income, 
aside from their earnings, was a hot potato 
stove. Despite warnings the maharajah mar- 
ried her. ~ 

Not only was the new maharanee ostracized 
by the wife of the viceroy of India and by 
al} the European women of any social posi- 
tion in India, but the maharajah himself was 
made to feel that he no longer enjoyed the 
good will anc ‘he regard of the British official 
world. 

There are three other of these Indian vassal 
rulers who have followed the example of the 
Maharajah of Kapurthala, one of them weda- 
ding a California girl, another an Daglish 


woman, and the third an Irish woman of the 
name of Fitzgerald.

Madison. Wis,. March 29.—In response toa 
telegram sent by Richard Lioyd Jones, ask- 
ing that he wire Gov. McGovern his position 
on women suffrage, Theodore Roosevelt to- 
day telegraphed the governor as follows: 

“T earnestly hope that all Progressives in 
the Wisconein legislature will support the 
suffrage amendment. We, in America, should 
lead the way in this movement. We do not 
have to point to what has been done abroad. 
The Pacific coast and Rocky mountain states 
have tried the experiment, and it has 
worked admirably. 

“There is no difference between the wérk 
of the best women and the best men, and it 
seems to me sheer nonsense, when both are 
doing the highest kind of work for good 
citizenship, that the artificial line of sex 
should be drawn, as regards one form and 
only one form of that work, the exercise of 
the right of suffrage."’ 


Suffragists Meet President. 

Washington, D. C., March 20.—Siege is to 
be laid to the White House by the suffragists. 
it Was announced today at national head- 
quarters, as a result of the declination of 
President Wilson to include in his message 
to congress some reference to the suffrage

His native France had slight 
recognition to offer him, nor could he find in Paris even the 
encouragement of a smal! body of sympathetic spirits. This 
is the more remarkable—to Anglo-Saxon understanding at least

Here is 
an intensely imaginative artist whose sym-

N ohe month and one day the Chicago 
Opera house will have passed into his- 
tory. On May 1 this playhouse will lose 
itsidentity and become a mere pile of old 
brick and stone and wood—and It will not 

be that for long. For the wrecker will set 
at once to work and the famous old house 
will be torn down and carted away to make 
place for another skyscraper. 

While the contractor may thus make havoc 
of its physical attributes, the theater must 
live In the memories of Chicaswans and the 
actor tribe of many lande. For it is rich tn 
radition. 

On its stage there have been presented 
every clase of entertainment and it‘has been 
the home of numerous long runs, ‘Actors 
and actresses of international reputation: 
have been seen there. It has had its fat years 
and ite lean years, but as a general proposi- 
tion it has been a money maker. 

The house was built in 1885. It wasopened 
with Thomas Keene in *' Hamlet’ on Aug. 
18, 1885. 

David Henderson for a long time was leesee 
and sole manager: It was then considered the 
leading theater in the west. It was con 
structed with the idea of accommodating

ganza. The first of these was “ The Arabian 
Nights,”” and for several years thereafter 
success along this line marked the activi- 
ties in the house.

prise and achievement of the Chicago Opera 
house. 

“The American Extravaganza company,” 
says ‘“ Moran’s Dictionary,” “ is the name of 
the organization identified with the Chicago 
Opera house which has produced these plays. 
It is the custom-to play this company not lees 
than eix months during the year tn Chicago. 
During the other six months the organization 
visite all the large cities.”

George W. Gaidzik, formerly chairman of 
the technical committee of the. Chicago 
Motor club, who has been studying motoring 
conditions in Europe during the last year or 
two, acted as observer on one of the cars en- 
tered in the recent annda) tour of the Roydl 
Automobile club of Sweden. The run, which 
was a severe one on the cars, started from 
Stockholm on Feb. 23 and went to Gotenberg 
and return, a distance of 700 miles. Among 
the American machines that competed were 
the Cadillac, Overland. and Hupmobile, and 
all three more than held their own against 
the foreign cars. 

Mr. Gaidzik,; in a letter to Motor Age. gives 
some interesting comparisons between the 
manner of conducting reliability runs in 
Europe and in America.

** The roads in Sweden generally are better 
than the average western or west central 
American roads, and though several fairly 
steep and difficult hills were Included in the 
highway bill of fare, these were hardly to be 
included among the seven wonders of the 
world. Better hills are to be found in Amer- 
fea and other parts of Europe, and perhaps 
even in other parts of Sweden. Still, {t must 
be vorne in mind that It ie the usual presence 
of deep snow that perhaps has won for this 
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“The last contro) before entering Stock- 
holm was at Liljeholmsbrom. at the outskirts 
of the city. and consisted simply of a green 
light suspended from a@ post on the roadside.

“ The entire trip from Stockholm to Goten- 
burg and back covered a distance of 700 
miles, and more than halt of this distance 
was traversed before reaching Géiteborg, 
where @ stop of twelve hours was allowed for 
rest. Of course there were cositro! stations 
at convenient locations between Stockholm 
and Giteborg, where a stop could be made for 
fuel, oll. and food without penalty. The 
time thus consumed, however, had to be 
added to the schedule time, end it could not 
be made up én route. For example, if a 
car remained an hour at a control, it would 
not be allowed to enter the next control until 
an hour after its scheduled time of arrival, 
while. if for any reason the car was stopped 
en route the time so consumed also must be 
added to the schedule. This is a rule that 
could most advantageously be incorporated 
in the American rules governing such con- 
tests, for it really has the desired effect of 
eliminating speeding.

Hand Air Pump.

Gasoline Turbine Engine... 

An English invéntor has jaccompiished 
rather remarkable results in perfecting a 
gasoline turbine motor, which in its prelim- 
inary stages promises well. This motor is 
made in the form of a double cone as illus- 
trated, with fan blades like a thousand wind- 
mills extending on either side from the small- 
est diameter. Every other row is fastened 
to the central core or rotating part, and the 
rows between the stationary case. Gas and 
air are compressed fn outside cylinders con- 
nected to the machinery and admitted to 


the central part, where they are exploded 
mixed with water. Thie water expands into 
steam, so that’ there is a condition produced 
much like that in the flash boiler of a high 
pressure steam engine.

as it expands, and this is said to be the secret 
of the expected success of the motor.

Window Yentilator. 

The drawings show a window ventilator 
which any boy can make, and which will help 
a lot in keeping the air of a room pure.

A reviewer on a western news 

paper wound up his review of one 

of our latest publications with 
these words. The sentence weil illustrates 
something of the confusion that obtains in 
the public mind regarding the art of book 
Few persons reading the letest book’of fic- 
tion ever give a thought as to how the book 
has been put into their possession. To the 


a 


average readers a novel is. a novel; they . 


read it, enjoy it, or condemn it, as an expres- 
sion of individua! taste, and put it aside. Its 
mission has been fulfilled, 

Beyond: knowing the names of perhaps a 
half dozen of the “stars,” probably nine 


out of ten persons do not give a thought.to 


the personality behind the writing of a book, 
much less the making of it, The work and 
planning and execution of the myriad de- 
taile which have made it possible to put 
this latest volume in their hands for $1 or 
$1.25 rarely are considered. — ~ 

The production of a book of fiction involves 
many personalities. First, the author, who 
conceives and writes the story; second, the 
publisher, who selects the story from among 
many, many manuscripts and decides to 
stake a portion of his capital and energy in 
making it into a book; third, the artist, whose 
talents and imagination must be devoted for 
perhaps several months to the task of visual- 
izing charactere and situations eo that the 
man who rung may be attracted, to read; 
fourth, the printer, who, following the speci- 
fications of the publisher, converte the man- 
uscript into type, and the type into electro- 
type plates, and on his presses prints the 
sheets that are to be the ‘basis of the book; 
fifth, the engraver, who places hig technical 
skill at the disposal of the artist and pub- 
Msher {n feproducing the illustrations in 
beautiful multicolor plates or simple black 
and white halftones,,as the case may de- 
mand; sixth, the paper maker, who must 
have his product finished andjn the printer’s 
handg when the book is ready “eprint; sev- 
enth, the binder, who takes the printed sheets 
and sews and stitches and trims them and 
incases them in the permanent cloth cover.

Sale and Distribution. 

These and others are concerned in the mak- 
ing of the book. Its sale and distribution 
require the labor of another: set of crafts- 
mén—the publisher's traveling representa- 
tive, who lays the book before the bookseller 
and unblushingly asks for an order for it qf 
twice the quantity he dares expect; the 
bookseller, who gives the book a chance of 
reaching the eye of the public by tying up 
sundry dollars of his capital in @n order 
usually one-fourth the size suggested (for 
he likely _has looked at twénty new stories 
that morning and listened. to glowing state- 
ments of the potential qualities of all as “‘best 
sellers’): the newspaper, through whose 
advertising columns the enthusiastic pub- 
lisher announces the story as a discovery 
peculiar to the century, in order to anticipate 
and discount the judicial statements later of 
the same hewspaper’s literary editor as to 
the book’s real value and reason for being. 

The finished typeWritten manuscript is, 
therefore, but the beginning. The author 
has done his part. The labor of those who 
must contribute to the book's success is just 
opening up, and in fact the publisher’s work 
began before the manuseript was submitted. 

First of all, the publisher must read hun- 
dreds of manuscripts. It is one of the routine 
labors of his day’s (and night's) work. From 
a mass of a hundred manuscripts he selects 
perhaps one that he’ believes. has “ the 
punch” and may become a good “ Seller.” 
For the publication of fiction no longer is 
considered from the Hterary standpoint: it 
is published from: the viewpoint of dollars 
and cents, what it will make for the author 
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ain Ghat. eck nok tenia: It has 
developed into a commercial proposition pure 


and simple—the merchandising of literature. — 


The recording, reading, considering, pack- 
ing, and returning of unavailable manu- 
ecripts alone involve work on the part of the 


mee ab ie, it is artfStically printed and 
decorated attractively in order to catch the 


publisher and his assistants which represent eye of ee er 


@ large actual loss of time and money. But 
it is all a part of the game, for the publisher 
who lande one good seller out of a hundred 
manuscripts counts himself fortunate. 

I am constantly reading manuscripts at all 


manner of odd times outside of my business 


hours. I wouldn't, under any circumstances, 
publish a volume offiction unless I personally 
had réad it through. I think moet successful 
publishers follow the same rule. That means 
that the manuscripts I read have been 
“gifted’’ by regular “‘readers,”’ and those 
that have any promise at al! laid aside for me. 
It is done on somewhat the same principle 
that a man follows in buying horses—others 
may .recommend, but he must examine the 
animal himself and try him out before he in- 
vests his money in him. 

The manuscript accepted for publication, 
the next point to be determined is, what kind 
of a book shall be made of it? This means-the 
selection of type, the size of the volume, the 
choice of artist to illustrate {t, and so on. 
Book manufacturing details are usually 
worked out carefully and nothing left to 


chance. The number of words ie estimated, 


the size of type is decided upon—this being | 
regulated by the number of words the manu- 
script contains.and the number of pages the 


book is to have—the kind of paper, the style“ 


of illustration, the echeme for cover design 
and paper ‘‘ jacket,’’ and the size of the edi- 
tion.

‘From a Merchandise Standpoint. - 

Nowadays, as I have said, fiction is‘treated 
from a merchandise standpoint. A story that 
can be made into a book of 400 pages can be 
retailed for about $1.25; a book of 500 pages 
for $1.36. In the a pe si of the book 
there must be a fixed relation between what 
the book is going to cost and what the prob- 
able returns from the, sale will be. A margin 
of profit must be set by the publisher below 
which he cannot safely operate. 

The number of copies ordered for the first 
edition varies, of course, according to the 
prominence of the author. My experience is 
that a minimum first edition of at least 3,500 
copies is necessary, or the cost per copy will 
be too high to yield any profit. The manu- 
facturing cost naturally is affected by the 
number of copies printed, because the cost 


_of the “ plant ''—typesetting, the making of 


electrotype plates, the artist’s fee, the en- 
graving, and the other items in getting the 
book ready to print—is just the same whether 
1,000 or 10,000 copies of the book are printed. 

A 400 page book consumes about a pound 
and a quarter of paper. Our fiction is 
printed on sheets of paper measuring 30% by 
41 inches. A sheet that size will print sixty- 
four pages of the book, thirty -two pages on 
each side, giving a volume 5% by T% inches, 
‘which now is the popular fiction,size. 

The revision of a manuscript and the read- 
ing of. the printers’ proofs often involve a 
heavy labor. I have known cases where as 
many as a thousand changes of individual 
words and phrases in a single manuscript 
have been made after its acceptance. Asa 
rule, three. proofs of the type are pulled. 
One of these is reat by the printers’to see 
that it conforms to the manuscript copy, an- 
other set is read by the author himself in 
order that he may improve the work if pos- 
sible, and the third set is read in the pub- 
lisher’s office, and final changes made as 
necessary. <All these changes cost money, 
and usually the publisher has to defray this 


expense. himself.

The publisher, of course, has to attend to 
‘all the detaile of selling. Books are sold bt 
means of advance sainples which are carried 
by traveling representatives direct to the 
book trade. Itisnot an unusual thing for the 
publisher to secure in advance orders for an 
entire edition of a volume that is not yet off 
the press. -The size of these advance sales, 
however, depends a deal wpon the repu- 
tation and popularity of the author, but 
energy and confidence can make a successful 
gale for the first book of an unknown author. 
For -the use of his own traveling representa- 
tives and the travelers of the book'jobbing 
houses the publisher has to have made up 
at considerable expensea number of *‘ dum- 
my” booke—showing the cover, properly aly 
stamped, a sample picture, and a few sam- 
ple pages of the contents—and this often 
months before the actual printing of oar book

Review Copies Before Publication. 

The review copies for the newspapers and 
periodicals must be distributed shortly be- 
fore the book is published. This work falls 
to the lot of the publisher. Some publishers 
give away a good many copies to men identi- 
fied with the book trade—clerks, buyers, store 
managers, etc. These are sent out in ad- 
vance In order that the persons who receive 
them may familiarize themselves with the 
volume before it is displayed on their coun- 
ters. Every story has its own i dual 
problems. They are problems which the  pub- 
Msher alone can unravel. Sometimes he 
sends out a thousand free copies of a new 
volume, and a fair average for books of fic- 
tion might be about 500 copies. 


The matter of advertising is and always 
will be the big problem with the publisher. 
He must decide in advance how much he is 
warranted in spending in promotion and pub- 
licity, and he must decide how and where to 
spend it. Certain trade journals that circu-

PON the activity of a brood of chicks 
depend their rapid growth and de- 
velopment, Chicks which are not 
active will not take to the food as they 
should, nor will they develop their 

tiny muscles to such ah extent as to give 
them the preper amount of bodily strength. 
Good appetites mean healthy chicks, and 
healthy chicks are bound to grow. 

Keep the chicks moving and don't bridle 
them up in a small space, where exercise is 
impossible. When chieks are about ten 
days old they should have excess to a run, 
not necessarily a large run, but one suffi- 
ciently roomy) to permit them to scratch and 
play. Cover the floor of this run with an 
abundance of chaff, short cut alfalfa, cut 
clover, or some other similar material which 
gives them something to scratch in. If the 
dry grain feeds are scattered in this litter 
you may rest assured the Httle fluffy fellows 
will do their share of scratching. It is very 
interesting to see them work, digging down 
in ths chaff and throwing ft all about them 
and eNioying the grains when they get them.

The ‘“ mountain region” of Georgia, con- 
sisting of the counties north of Carroll, Doug- 
las, Fulton, Gwinnett, Jackson, Madison, and 
Hart, defined at the twenty-eight annual ses- 
sion of the Georgia Horticular! society, in 
1904 is destined to become the greatest app'te 
producing section of the United States if 
not of the entire world, for no other section 
of our vast country can produce the fruit so 
highly evlogized by Mr. Clemmens as this 
Georgian region. 

There are eight absolutely necessary essen - 
tials to successful apple culture—zone or eli- 
mate, soil, altitude, moisture, air, and water 
drainage, sunlight, plant food, and humus. 
Georgia has the climate. Of the nine cil- 
matic belts, defined by” the department of 
agriculture, Georgia possesses eight. 

The lowest in méan annual temperature. 
below 40 degrees, ie found only on the “ bald ' 
mountain peaks, above the timber line, ap- 
proximately 5,000 feet above sea level.

gion of all America. 

The soiia of the section, especialiy of north- 
west Georgia, have a base of limestone and 
calcareous shales, and they vary in color 
from a dark to a red or mulatto, rich in 
loams, with an abundance of humus supplied 
by the decaying vegetable matter and foliage, 
well watered by bubbling springs and bold 
streams of freestone water. 

Of north Georgia more than 6,000 square 
miles—384.000 acres—have an altitude of more 
than 1.000 feet above sea level, which is 
nature’s own preventive, and the fruit of 
this section is not infested with the serious 
fungous diseases prevalent in the damp flat 
sections of the north and west. 

Regarding moisture and drainage condi- 
tions. it will be recalled that the Georgia 
drainage system comprises nine distinct 
basins. the headwaters of each finding their 
source in these mountains, while the normal 
average rainfall is 66 inches. 

In regard to &ir drainage, the preponder- 
ance of brilliantly clear and sunshiny days; 
with a normally brisk movement of air, iaden 
with the salt breAth of the Atlantic and gulf 
of Mexico. make absolutely ideal conditions 
for the production of perfect fruit. 


This north Georgia region is about as far 
south as merchantable apples can be suc- 
cessfully produced on a commercial scale, 
and it offers the orchardist unequaled advan- 
tages for the production of the early varieties, 
like the Yellow Transparent, Red Astrachan, 
Red June, Early Harvest, and Horse apples. 
These varieties mature and ripen from late 
May until August, when apples are like gold 
in the United States mint.

HERE were 1,726 mies of railroad con- 
structed in the south during 1912, ac- 
‘cording to reports received by the 
Manufacturers’ Record, most of them 
from official sources. This is an in- 
crease of 126 miles as compared with last 
year. 

Including Oklahoma and Missouri, there 
were 2.026 miles bullt, which is an increase 
of more than 200 miles over 1911. 

The prospect for next year is that the south 
will build nearly 3,000 miles of new railroad. 
and, including the other two states men- 
tioned, there will be something. more pas 
3,100 miles constructed in the section, but ° 
may be remarked that predictions as to bail. 
road construction in general are seldom real- 
ized. For instance. a year ago it appeared 
that the south would see the construction of 
approximately 3,200 miles of railroad during 
1912, whereas littl more than one-half ot 
that amount was built. But this is true also 
concerning other parts of the country, as 
well asjin other years, for it seems impossi- 
ble to aivoid overestimates. 

Texas, while not building as much new 
line as in 1911, still leads the yan of states, 
with 348 miles of new track laid since Jan. 1. 
Next in new mileage is Oklahoma, next West 
Virginia, then South Carolina, Florida, Ala- 
bama, and North Carolina in the order 
named. Other states building more than 100 
miles of line were Georgia and Kentucky. 
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Thousands of Miles of New Rail 
Construction Planned for South. 


For next year Texas is againin front, with 
947 miles of new line in prospect, that will 
include several interurban electric plans, on 
some of which work has begun. North Caro- 
lina comes next, planning the constructior. 
of 830. miles; then Alabama, Florida, Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana, West Virginia, Georgia, Ten- 
nessee, Virginia, and Oklahoma, each of 
which has more than 100 miles in prospect. 

The accompanying table gives the actua! 
figures by states according to the reports 
obtained by the Manufacturers’ Record, 
most of the data being furnished by the rail- 
road companies, of which a complete canvass 
Was made. Only new main line and branches 
are considered, second track and siding being 
omitted. It shows in miles and tenths of miles 
the work done in 1912 and what may be ex.

There is no federal golt\aurvey “of Harris 
county. in which Houston is located, Dut 
there is one of the Brazoria area, situated en- 
tirely in Brazoria county and adjoining Har-. 
rig county on the south, which was madc in 
39. From that source the following is 
secured, indicating conditions in ‘what 4s. 
known as the Houston district, at that time: 

.¢ Bragoria ‘county, bordering on the gulf 
‘of Mexico and extending inland a distance of 
about thirty-five miles, lies.entirely within 
the costal plain. For the purpose of descrip- 
tion the area is separated into two physio- 
graphic divisions—the treeless prairie and the 
Brazos allufium.

markets ‘could be made profitable.

Lack of Winter Feed. 


* Needed improvements include the pro- 
duction-of more forage crops and the planting 
of crops for winter grazing to tide the stock 
over the winter season. -At present consid- 
erable mortality occurs in the range cattle 
owing to insufficient feed during the winter 
season. A more systematic rotation of crops 
is also needed, and this should be planned to 
include some of the leguminouscrops. More 
organic matter should be added to the soils. 

The soil map which accompanies the re- 
port indicates that the predominating solls 
five miles northwest from Waycross, on the 
Atiantic Seaboard Air Line rtilroad, are 
Norfolk fine sand and Portsmouth fine 
sand, with a mixed area of Norfolk —

Marion County, Elorida. 


’ —Will you kindly let me know about Marion 


county, Florida, around Ocala especially, in 
regard to soil, crops, and what best adapted 
for, also if healthy location? Would appre- 
 Clate an early answer, as I want to go 


hear from you first. A. H. 8. 
Marion county is included fm a soil sur- 
vey of the Gainesville area of Florida, made 
in 1904 by the federal bureau of soils, but 
that portion of the county surveyed by the 


bureau does not extend as far south as’ 


Ocala, The types of soil as far south as the 
survey extends seem to indicate, however, 
that Norfolk sand and Norfolk sandy loam 
are the prevailing types. Of these soils and 
what they will produce the report says: 
“The top soll of the Norfolk sand fs usu- 


ally a -or- brown sand of fine to medium 
texture, Gonteaining a small percentage of 
hana pal

, as it lacks the binding ef- 
fe matter a os nearer the 


. : 
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“ ‘The érainage of the Norfolk sand is good 
and the water supply for the use of growing — 
crops is well regulated. The power of this 
soil to retain a uniform water supply is re- 
meark@yte. The soll is always moist im- 
mediately beneath the surface, even after 
prolonged droughts, and crops seldom suffer 
for lack of water. Another valuable feature 


ig that the soil moisture is readily delivered 


to the growing crop, so that plants which 
would perish with the same moisture con- 
tent ip almost any other soil may flourish on 
thie soil. 

“The Norfolk sand maintains about 4 per 
cent. of water and this seems to be ample to 
meet the needs of the truck crops, while 6 
per cent makes the soil quite wet, Just what 
property of this soil enables it to maintain 
so uniform a moisture content has not yet 
been ascertained. 

“The Norfolk gand ts the type of soll Mo 
generally utilized along the Atlantic sea- 
board for growing such crops as have to be 
forced to an early maturity to meet the de- 
mands of a winter market. 
@rainage and warmth of this soil, together 
with its ready response to the stimulating 
effect of commercial fertilizers, make it ad- 
mirably adapted to this system of Intensive 
farming. The soil; however, while produc- 
tive under favorable conditions, requires 
heavy applications of commercial! fertilizers 
to secure the best results with the forced 
crops. For this reason the Norfolk sand has 
of late years been neglected in favor of the 
more productive hammock soils, with their 
larger content of organic matter. This is 
especially the case in the production of cab- 
bage and lettuce, which thrfve on those lands. 

* Watermelons and cantaloupes grow to 
perfection on the Norfolk sand. Straw- 
berries, beans, peas, and potatoes are still 
grown to some extent. The citrus fruits aleo 
do well, but since the freeze of 1895 and the 
succeeding cold winters the groves have with 
few exceptions been entirely neglected. 

“Cotton and corn are generally grown on 
the Norfolk sand. The yields are light, but 
the expense of cultivating these crops is not 
great.” 

- 
Soil Drainage Good. 

Of the Norfolk sandy loam the report says 
in part: 

“ The Norfolk sandy loam is @ medium to 
coarse sand having an average depth of eigh- 
teen inches. In texture it does not differ from 
the Norfolk gand, except that in some bocali- 
tiles, where the top soil is not deep, there is a 
slight loaminess of texture. There is also 
usually present more organic matter than in 
the soil of the Norfolk sand. The subsoil is 
a sandy clay, which passes quickly into a 
heavy, stiff drab clay, mottled with iron and 
containing iron crusta. 

“ The Norfolk sandy loam occupies a large, 
irregular area stretching from a few miles 
north of Archer, where it merges into the 
Gainesville area, southeastward toward Oca- 
la. It merges into the hammock lands on 
the east and into the Norfolk sand area about 
Morriston on the south. There are also do- 
tached areas south of Micanopy. 

“The drainage of the sail is good, as the 
slope of the land is sufficient to remove the 
excess of water that might otherwise be re- 


‘tarded by the clay subsoil. .The moisture is 


well retained, and crops seldom suffer even 
_in periods of protracted drought. 

“On the Norfelk sandy loam may be seen 
the best systems of farming practiced in the 
Gainesville e@rea. Here the farmers are pro- 


-dgcing their honte supplies and making the 


more speculative money crop a matter of 


secomlary importance. Before 1805 the or 
ange grove& took the time and attention of 
the farmer, and in many cases were his sole 
dependence for an income. Since the de- 
struction of the groves more attention has 
been given to the general farm crops, and 
corn, potatoes, fruits, and vegetables for 
home needs have been grown. 

“The principal money crop in the vicinity 
of Williston is cucumbers. For several years 
the farmers have made a specialty of this 

‘erop, to which the Norfolk sandy boam seems 
especially well adapted, and large average 
returns have been secured. It must be kept 
in mind that this profit is almost clear, as jt 
is made after the home needs have been sup- 
plied from the farm, As a result of this sye- 
tem_of agriculture, there afe few farmers 
that are not in better circumstances than 
before the loss of the groves.

Auburn Park, Ill.—[Forward to the Land 
Bureau,]—I want to find out a few particu- 
lars concerning the land located fifty miles 
south of New Orleans on the Mississippi 
river. What is that land best adapted for? 
I would like to know about the drainage of 
that section, also as to the sickness. Is there 
any malaria? ©. © af. 

The following information concerning Pie- 
quemines parish, La., in which the lahd to 
which you refer to ig located, is taken from 
a hand book of Louisiana published by the 
Louisiana state board of agriculture and im- 
migration: 

“ Plaquemines parish is situated in.the 
southeastern part ofthe state and is divided 
by th Mississippi river, which passes 
throux.: it. The formation fe alluvial land 
and coast marsh, the soil being exceedingly 
rich and productive. It is Graihed by the Mis- 
sissippi river and Bayous Cheneire, Wilkin- 
son, Long. Terre au Beuf, Vacherie, Dupont, 
and Grand bayou. The Grand Isle and Gulf 
railroad parses down the western coast of the 
Mississippi and the Mississippi, Terre au 
Boeuf and Lake road down the eastern coast. 

“ Fruits are oranges, lemons, mandarines, 
olives, figs, bananas, gUavas, grapes, and 
prunes. The finest orange groves and lands 
in the state are here. 

“Timber is cypress, willow, elm, oak, and 
cottonwood, Some cattle is raised and a few 
hogs. Land fe worth from $1 to $100 an acre.

Dunlap,Ii.—[Porward to the Land Bureau.) 
—Kindly give me what infofmation you can 
concerning lands in the county in whi¢h Rich- 
mond, Va., is located. Ie the soil adapted 
for raising potatoes and truck? J. A. J: 

There is no federal soil survey of Henrico 
county, in which Richmond is located. A 
handbook of Virginia, published in 1911 by 
the state department of agriculture and im- 
migration, has the following description of 
Henrico county and its ing haa a possibili- 
ties: 

“ Die length is pwenty-weven edits, mean 
breadth about eight miles, and it contains 272 
square miles, the greater portion of which is 
in cultivation. The river lands are the most 
productive, best improved, and command 
the highest prices, The surface is undu- 
lating. The goil, varying from light loam 
to stiff cley, susceptible of a high state of 
cultivation. The lands upon the James river 
are wenerally alluvial, of a deep chocolate 
color, and are among the best wheat lands 
of the state. 

“The city of Richmond divides the county 
into two nearly equal parts. The portion 
lying below Richmond, on tide water, is less 
improved than that above the city; the lands 
are cheaper, population less dense, and con- 
sequently a better fleld is offered in this 
section for settlers with small means. 

* Farm products are varied and extensive, 
consisting principally of corn, oats, wheat, 
and tobacco; also barley and rye are raised 
to some extent. The grasses, clover, and tim- 
othy succeed well, and hay is an important 
crop. 

“ There are many large nurseries, orchards, 
and vineyards in the county, and consier- 
able attention is given to this line of indus- 
try. There are aiso a number of dairy and 
poultry farms adjacent to the city that doa 
large and successful business. Market gar- 
dening and trucking are extensively carried 
on, and rank as perhaps the most profitable 
industries of fhe county. This county, gith 
Richmond in the center, and four railroads 
traversing it, has superior market advan- 
tages. 

“There ig nothing that a farmer cannot 
Considerable attention 
is given to the introduétion and rearing of 
blooded horses and cattie and to the improve- 
ments of sheep for mutton and spring lambs. 

“The climate is mild and healthful and 
water abundant and good. The only local 
disease is a mild type of intermittent fever, 
and that is chiefly confined to unfavorable 
localities.’’

: In the Pecos Valley. 

Higin, il.—[Forward to the Land Bureau.) 
~—I am interested in and would like to know 
of the Pecos valley, New Mexico, particularly 
in the Roswell district, as to soll, water, 
climate, products, etc. Any information will 
be of value to me. J.-F. L, 

The Pecos valley, New Mexico, is described 
in a soil survey of that area made in 1899 by 
the federal bureau of soils. The survey 
report. says in part, after an extended re- 
view of the history of irrigation in the valley, 
which is one of the oldest irirgated dis- 
tricts in America: 

“The climate of the Pecos valley is arid; 
that is to say, the rainfall is insufficient to 
furnish enough water for the growth of crops 
over the entire valley. The Grainage and 
surface water, however, is sufficient to ir- 
rigate a certain percentage of the land. The 
amount of land which can be irrigated 
stands in a diregt~relation to the rainfall 
and runoff, provided the water is stored. 

“At Roswell there are several perma- 
nent sources of water supply which flow an 
estimated quantity of, about 2°0 cubic feet 
per second. The Berendos, a series of ie 
springs, rise from the edge of the lar 
gypsum plains, which extend for a dista 
up the Pecos valley. The water from these 
springs has its origin In the crevices and 
underground channels of these gypsum 
plains, which form part of the red beds, and 
no doubt comes from the upper Pecos, the 
streams entering from the west across this 
gypsum plain. 

“There are three sources of springs from 
these gypsum plains, all of which unite into 
one stream, flow! rs. vs oh ta aes a fifty 
cubic feet per sec 

“The North and South dickies rivers rise 
fromm the underflow of the Hondo basin, and 
the same basin furnishes the artesian water 
of Roswell. 

“Twenty years ago farming in the Pecos 
valley was confined to a few small farms 
under irrigation. At Roswell the permanent 
water of the spring rivers and the ease with 
which it could be put on the land encouraged 
the most extensive farming. Private ditches 
were run from the North and South Spring 
rivers, and the extension of these same 
ditches forms the trrigation system of Ros- 
well today [1899].

‘The soils of the Roswell area have been 
classified under four types—Pecos sandy 
loam, Roswell sandy loam, Roswell loam, 
and Hondo meadows.” 

Of the later development of the Roswell 
district a booklet on “ Farming by Irriga- 
tion in New Mexico ” (heart of the prell coun- 
try), issued by authority of the New Mexico 
bureau of immigration, says:

But by far the greater reason upon which 
he bases his judgment of the undesiradility 
of timber land is found in the character of 
the timber land with which he has coms in 
contact in the north. There it is quite gen- 
erally the rule that timber land is rough. 
rocky, and hilly, and the soll is quite fre- 
quently too poor to raise even a disturbance 
upon it. The man who attempts the erec- 
tion of a home there has certainly “ hard 
digging” to make a success of at. 

Therefore the northern man cannot easiliy 
be convinced that there isa difference in land 
covered with timber. He cannot conce've 
of the fact that the rich, alluvial. sandy 
loam of the great state of Louisiana that has 
for ages past and is even now supporting a 
wealth of timber, must and will be in time 
converted into rich and prosperous farris. 
He has his: knowledge and his prejudiccs to 
overcome, and it is in this direction that 
there is an intelligent, though somewhat 
disconnected, effort being mace at this time. 

Years ago, when land was about the most 
plentiful and least demanded commodity in 
thig country, large ies went into ithe 
hands of saw mill-men of other sections at 
merely nominal! figurés. Immense fortuhes 
have been built up by them since the timber 
shortage in regions that formerly gave the 
bulk of the supply. Great areas have been 
cleared of the larger growths of timb:r of 
various kinds, and the press of the ever grow- 
ing demand for land on the part of home- 
seekers has induced settlement after settle- 
ment of these stump covered sections. 

I mean no disrespect to the hardy pionee*s 
who first attacked these lands in the effort 
to subjugiate and make them  profitabie 
when I make the statement that they wero 
not of the better class of farmers. They were} 
not the men or sons of men to whom farm- 
ing was at once an occupation and a profes- 
Sian; rather. they were of those who coulé 
not afford to pay much, and they were gen- 
erally of the elass. also, who will never be

by this class of land. Had it not been for 
them it ig not unreasonable to suppose that

Values Sure to Increase. 

Now and then among the farm makers who. 
located upon this stump covered land wery 
men who, by precept and example, were ab!e 
to fully prove the splendid quality of the soi. 
and the excellent climatic conditions tha‘ 
contributed to their value. As a result, in 
many sections, land that was formerly of 
acareely no market value is today command- 


ing a fair figure in;proportion to its real 


worth. It goes without saying that as the 
character of the land becomes known (as it 
is rapidiy becoming known) these prices will 
be greatly enhanced. 

Most of the larger lumber companies, after 
operating for years upon the ’timber, have 
arrived at that point in their existence when 
they are willing to coéperate with the farmer 
in demonstrating the worth of their holdings 
agriculturally. Originally, it may be saic, 
they were of opinion that the land was good 
for nothing else in the world except for the 
timber that H produced; in fact, when pur- 
chased, it was the timber that was bought, 
and mp account whatever was taken of the 
land that produced it. — 

Upon the timber, therefore, they made their 
profits, but they have come to a real under- 
standing of the value of the lands now, and 
have begun to realize that they are not by 
any means the smaller part of the invest- 
ments made years ago, and that, in reality, 
the future offers them even greater profits 
from the disposal of the realty than they 
have in the past realized upon the timber. 
With this idea fomenting, some of them have 
established experimental farms upon their 
holdings and have engaged in the work of 
colonization.

Concerning the state let us quote from an 
article in Munsey’s magazine from the pen of 
Herbert N. Casson: 

‘* Florida is a land of many colors—e rain- 
bow land of green palms, red poinsettas, blue 
waters, White beaches, and yellow oranges. 

'** Men are now finding gold in Florida—not 
iri mines, but in forests, farms, fisheries, fac- 
tories. Not all the gold that was found in 
Nevada and Arfzena last year, for instance, 
would equal the wealth that went to Florida 
for her fruits and vegetables; nor would the 
tdtal output of Alaska gold mines be enough 
to buy the cigars of Tampa and Key West. 

“There are enough golden oranges and 
grapefruit in her groves this winter to pay 
the price—$5,000,000—that the United States 
paid to Spain for the territory in 1821. She 
will have’ enough cotton and tobacco, both 
of high quality, to bring her $5,000,000 more; 
and the lumber that Floridians shipped from 
their five seaports in 1908 was sold for $10,- 
800,0000. 

‘‘ Phosphate is probably the most precious 
product to the state. It is a plant food, used 
to enrich the soll. A village doctor was the 
first to discover it, thirty years ago, and since 
then Florida has sold $60,000,000 worth, most- 
ly to Germany and other European countries. 
This sum seems large enough, but it ipa trifle 
compared to what Florida will. make from 
her phosphate when she learns to use every 
ton of it at home, enriching the soil of her 
own farms and gardens. 

‘‘What with the buried treasure of phos- 
phate, the riches of her soil and trees and 
waters and workshops, and the earnings of 
the tourist season, the people who now live 
in Florida have a yearly income of more than 
$125,000,000. This amount, we may observe, 
to the countrymen of Ponce de Leon, is very 
nearly equal to the present governmental 
revenue of the kingdom of Spain. 

/ "Jt can be said that no other state is 
farther from the gates of death than Florida. 
Her average death rate is about six per 1,000, 
and she has Seventy-one veterans who have 
rounded out a full century and are still in the 
land of the living.

- Much activity is also manifested in such 
Ports as Pensacola, Fla.; St. Andrews Bay, 
; Mobile, Ala.; New Orleans, and Hous- 
All of these cities are sparring for com~ 


mercial precedence through the advantage 
which comes from the meeting of rail and wa- 
ter transportation. 

A party of English capitalists has raised 
upwards of two and jone-half million pounds 
sterling for the purpose of completing a 
railroad from San Angelo, Tex., to Aransas 
Passe. and thence southward to the City of 
Mexico. At San Angelo the rails join the rails 
of the Orient railroad, thus constituting a 
continuous railway route to Kantas City.

Secret’ of Dry ‘Cleaning. 


For years dry cleaning has been a closely - 


guarded trade secret because there is a big 
profit in dry cleaning. 

The basis. of dry cleaning is gasoline and 
eepecially for 
dry cleaning and readily soluble in. gasoline. 

A’ great many women undertake to clean 
garments simply by washing in gasoline; this 
can no more be accomplished than washing’ 
garments in water withont'soap. 

Dry cleaning. when performed by profes- 
sionals, is usually done in washing machines, 
but these are not necetsary, as just as good: 
work can be done by hand. ~ 

To clean al] articles of wearing apparel pro- 
ceed as follows: First carefully remove al! 
matches from the pockets of men’s garments, 
then lay each garment on a table and give 
it a thorough brushing to remove all loose 
dust and dirt. Then get four vessels propor- 
tloned to the bulk of the articlés to be 
cleaned. Six gallon pans of tin or agate 
would. be about the right size for a woman's 
suit or long coat. 


Put four gallons of good garoline in each - 


pan, To two.of them add one pound of dry 
cleaning soap. Spread the skirt, jacket, coat. 
or whatever the article mdy be, on a table 
and thoroughly, brush the solled spots with a 
good stiff brush, dipping the brush from time 
to tinYe in the solution of gasoline and soap.

gasoline and soap solution, and finally fin- 
ished by being handied ugh the last two 
pans of clear gasoline. Then pass the gar- 
ment throush a wringer and hang in the open 
air to dry. 

In ¢ase there are several articles to be 
cleaned it is proper to begin with the lightest 
ones, then with the next lightest, and so on, 
finishing with te darkest, 

Kid gloves are cleaned by the following 
method: They should first be soaked for 
awhile in gasoline. then spread on a table 
and thoroughly brushed with a solution of 
gasoline and soap, then wel! rinsed in clear 
gasoline, squeezed between the hands, hung 
in the open to dry, and finally pulled into 
shape. 

In case the garment has only a few spots 
and the rest quite clean. they may be re- 
moved with a stiff brush and the gasoline and 
s0ap solution, brushing the spots with a long, 
full sweep, after which brush with the clear 
gafoline solution. A greasy coat collar. for 
Instance. may be cleaned in this way. 

Dry cleaning soap. sometimes called ben- 
zine soap, may be obtained from any druggist 
in five pound cans or more.

Paper for Packing Plants.

It is made as follows: Take some news- 
papers, although the tougher the paper the 
better; make a mixture of varnish, bolfied 
linseed oll, and turpentine in equal parts. It

sheets out todry for only a few minutes.

Flour and Cornstarch. 


J feel inclined to offer a suggestion to 
housewives who read the Corner. In many 
of. the recipes given for pastry, such as 
light pudding», lemon and cream pies, etc., 
I noti¢e that cornstarch ie recommended. 
By years of experience I have learned that 
im each case where cornstarch is used i 
can. employ flour with just as gratifying 
@ result.in appearance of the pastry and 
produce what to me seems a more whole- 
gome dish. Cornstarch isan unknown quan- 
tity in my house, and has been so for many 
years. The only difference in my handling 
of cornstarch and flour is found in cooking 
the flour just a little longer than is needed 
with cornstarch and the elimination of « 
certain insipidity which amply repays all 
effort in learning the art-of handling flour. 
The access of wholesomeness is beyond 
question. Mas, A. J. P.” 

I have read this communication with in- 
terest. I use flour much more than I do 
cornstarch for thickening and the like, but 
it is because I have the flour habit. There 
are certain puddings and the like in which 
I always employ cornstarch. I would like 
to know if other housekeeprs take the view 
held by Mra, A. a, ¥.

“My husband is a poor, blind, colored 
man, All day he sits in the darkness while 
I cook for the white people and do any littie 


_ work that comes my way. I have support- 


ed him and myself for six years. He was a 
miner in Alabama for @ long time, and a 
splendid worker, and we were prosperous 
for colored people in this section until this 
affliction camae upon us. Since then sick- 
ness and no income from him, and my not 
being a strong woman myself, have used 
up what we had, and we live entirely on my 
wages. If some kind reader would only 
send something to cheer him while I am 
away, we would be so thankful. Anything 
will be acceptable—a blind Bible, or a book 
to learn to’read as blind people do, or a 
phonograph, or an old violin that could be 
repaired, or flower seedg that I could plant 
for him.. He is so proud of any little thing 
he can do to earn money, for it is awful to 
to have to sit idie all winter. He is not 
strong enotgh to go out except on warm 
days. He lost his sight by getting sand in 
his eyes working in the mines. I can send 
you references from the white folks to show 
that my story is true. ELLA H.” 
This is a pitiful story, and I wish I might 

soon get some request for this address from 
some one who had the means to cheer the 
lonely days of the poor man. Color makes 
no difference when one is blind, and poor, 
and lonely, and the circumstancés that sur- 
round the former miner are as hard on him 
as if he was in a different condition of life, 
In some ways they are harder, for if he 
were in another position he might be able 
to secure the company and the amusement 
he now lacks. 

_I am not fully. informed as to the books 
for the blind. .Will some ofie who knows 
more of it than I tell me if it is postible to 
read from them without special instruc- 
tion? I take it for granted that thie man 
knew how to read before he lost his sight. 
If so, will books in type for the blind be 
of service to him; or will he have to take a 
course of instruction before they will be of 
use to him? In that case the phonograph or 
the 61 violin would be a comfort to him 
while he was learning.

For ‘five in family 1 buy a thrée and one- 
half pound pot roast. Cook it in the fireless 
= until thoroughly done, them take part 
of the stock for gravy and part for vegetable 
soup. Next day I take what is left and use 
for meat croquettes, which I make by tak- 
ing same through a meat grinder: also one 
or two cold potatoes and two crackers. Use 
a little milk, and an egg makes them better, 
but is not necessary. A few peas added are 
delicious. Fry in butter or lard. 

Another cheap dish can be made as fol- 
lows: 

Cook one and one-haif pounds of spareribs 
until they drop from the bones then add 
dumplings. They are fihe and taste almost 
like chicken. 

For cooking macaropi, rice, etc., the fireless 
cooker is unequaled. 

By watching the sales one can save from 
25 to 30 per cent of their grocery bill each 
week.

How often the brush 
should be washed depends entirely on wheth- 
er the owner lives in a smoky city or in a 
fresh, green country, and whether the brush 
ig exposed to the dust and heat of the tropics 
oF to the purer air of a colder clime. But it 
ought to be cleaned as soon as it shows signs 
of becoming soiled. 

To clean hair brushes dip them in 4 strong 
solution of washing soda in hot water. This 
should be in a flat basin and the fluid should | 
only come a little more than half way up the 
bristles, so ag not to touch or injure the back 
or handle, Rub the brush quickly In this eo- 
lution for about a minute. Then transfer it 
to a second similar basin containing only 
warm water. Rinse it in this for about the 


same time, changing the water as soon asit .

“What 
ts to Be Cast Aside i in 1913 
at the Behest of Fashjon? : 


: AVE women gone the limit, or will the fashions of 
‘1918 deimand that they cast aside another ‘article 
of ‘clothing? 

Instead of asking your i eiasiaaleet. “ What will 
women wear this season?’ you should say, “ What will 
women cease wearing this spring?’ 

For ». the last forty years women’s clothing has been 


~ pten@ily,on. the decrease. . Dame Fashion has demanded 


that-one.article of dress after another be abandoned. 

The clothes worn by the smartly gowned woman of 
1912 could be counted on the fingers of one hand. 

Designers as well as women of fashion are anxiously 
awaiting the late spring fashions to discover whether 
Paris will be able to eliminate something more. __, 

Dressmakers trace the undress habit back to 1869, when 
the fashionable women threw the hoop skirt, which had 
enjoyed great popularity for years, into the discard. 
Women suddenly discovered that the hoop was .uncom- 
fortable and ungraceful, facts that aad never been re- 
vealed while it was in fashion. - ° 

About ten years later, when bustles first began “ dis- 
appear from the fashionable woman's wardrobe, the 
women who were brave enough to leave go another item 
were considered bold. 

However, they continued to wear ten or twelve petti- 
coats, stiffly starched and standing out primly from their 
slender waists, which were skillfully if painfully held in 
by stout corset lacings. 

By degrees the number of these petticonts decreased 
and starch was used: less lavishly to stiffen them. « The 
change came so slowly that when it became the fashion 


to wear only one there was not a murmur of protest 
except from women. who held to their old fashioned health 
ideals and refused to give up their flannel underskirt in 
winter. 

Finally, in 1907, when it was announced that woman 
would have to don a directoire gown or be classed among 
the frumps, a cry of protest went up from men and 
women, the pulpit and the press, all over the convntry. 
In the directoire the outline of the figure ha” to be clearly 
revealed. Unless it did this it was not considered a suc- 
cess. And in order to gain this clear, unbroken line 
there could not be any bulgy fullnesr

The. Triumphs of the Directowe 

It was whispered that women were to discard their 
petticoats! A frightfully shocking statement in those 
days. Clergymen declared: that the country would go to 
perdition if the women accepted the new gown; the news-

papers printed column after column about the dreadful 
directoire, which dared to reveal the fact that women’s 
figures followed the general outline of the statues in the 
art galleries, and conservative women’ vowed they would 
never wear it. 

Then they bravely stuck to the pretty resolution until 
at the next party they met Mrs. Ima-Perfect-Dresser look- 
ing so stunning in her new directoire just imported from 
Paris. Their resolution tottered, then fell. In a week 
they had ordered a directoire from their dressmaker, a 
wee bit snugger, a trifle more daring than the French 
model. 

In 1910 several articles of wearing apparel that had 
been worn generally for so many years were suddenly cast 
aside. The,one piece gown was introduced by the French 
designers and accepted immediately. 

Something different seems to be the one requirement by 
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women who set. the fagbion. The separate. waist and 
skirt had been worn for so long that worien were ready 
for an innovation when the one piece aoeee. came into 
vogue. : 

The separate blouse, an idol of the _ wardrobe, suddenly 
disappeared, and do what the mantfacturer would: he 
could not revive an ounce of interest in it. He trimmed 
it and made it of soft silks and satins:to match the color 
of the skirts, but women refused to wear it. 

By degrees all linings disappeared from dresses. First 
the lining of the skirt disappeared; then the closely fit- 
ting sleeves were made without a lining, and finally the 
dressmakers left linings out of the soft, loose fitting waists 
of the one piece frocks.

The Chafing High Collar Disappears. 

About two years ago women discovered that high col- 
lars had ruined the color and texture of the skin on the 
neck. Just about: the same time the dressmakers an- 
nounced that collars were no longer to be worn. «Without 
the sign of a. protest, women discarded the high, stiffly . 


boned collar and braved the cold winter winds with the 
neck: bare except for a thin coating of powder. 


‘The belt next withdrew from the public gage and was 
seen no more. It has been in retirement for more than 
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two years. ‘Where the complefe wardrobe contained at 
least fifteen or twenty belts five years ago, the up to dat” 
girl. of .1913 .does not boast. ane. 

Not content with simplifying woman's dress and lin- 
gerie, the milliners took it upon. themselves to declare that 
the untrimmed hat, or at least a bat practically un- 
trimmed except for a single feather, a smell flower, or a 
cluster of aigrettes, would be the smart creation. The 
huge hats with. their wide brims, weighed down with 
cluster of roges, violets, lilacs, and wistaria were doomed. 


. With a sigh of regret they were relegated to the garret 


until Dame Fashion saw fit to approve them again. 

But that fickle creature has not relented in the least. 
Not content with curtailing the amount of trimming, she 
has reduced the size of the hats until the latest models 
from Paris greatly resemble a boarding house pancake. 

The hairdresser determined not to be outdone by the 
milliner and the dressmaker and sent forth the decree 
that false hair must go, or at least part of the great 
mass of puffs and‘rolls and braids that had been the 
fashion. They even went so far as to disapprove of the 
wave and the curl. was the order of the day 
“in the winter of 1911 and 1912. No puff, curl, or braid 
was allowed to mar or bréak the modest lines of the 
coiffure. The hair was parted and drawn primly down 
into @ coil at the nape of the neck or twisted into 
“buns” over the ears. 

With the loosely falling gowns and high waist 
which only vaguely outlined the figure, the old fashioned 
much curved corset did not harmonize. A vogue for the 
uncorseted figure developed.

HOUSING PROBLEMS IN AMERICA. 
HEN the second National Confer- 
ence on Housing was opened last 

December Jacob Riis was noticed 

~ in the. hall and. called on for a 

speech. He On the 

closing day of the conference he took the 

platform and told his old time friends the 

reason he had refused to speak on the 

opening day was that he wanted to size 
them up first. 

_“ Let me tell you,” he said, “ of what I 
saw of you. 
enthusiasm that I was familiar with in the 
old days, and with that:I-saw the calm 
eonfidence which knows how to go and 


friends, to me. I saw a balance had come 
into you, a balance that was good to see. 
It was clear that you are no longer only 
determined to go ahead, but that you 
know also how far to go and how to go, 
and that is a great thing.” 

With this speech the conference. closed. 


— 

Some part of Mr. Riis’ opinion is justi- 
fied and some of it is not. When men 
firs# began to complain about “ the horrid 
slums” the attitude was one of wild eyed 


enthusiasm. They were for ripping out 


the tenements and doing many other acts 
born of zeal. Nobody talks that way now 
except the Pauls whose Saul wings were 
shed overnight. 

It is easily apparent that men working 
on housing have had'a “ balance come into 
them, a balance that was good to.see.” - In 
my judgment, that balance is more the 
result of a recognition of “how far you 
can go,” which carries with it always the 
corollary “how far you cannot go,” than 
it. is knowledge of “how to go.’’ 

To my way of estimating it, the hous- 
‘ing workers have settled down to the work 
of the day. They are tackling the little 
problems of the every day, trying to solve 
them as sensibly as they can, but they 
have no more vision of the remedy, the 
great “how-to-go, than they had in the 
rosier morning. 

They seem to have accepted it as inev- 
itable that the children of Israel. must 
wander forty years. They have quit climb- 
ing mountains to look out for the prom- 
ised land and are giving their thought to 
daily manna, camp sanitation, and to the 
other things necessary if any of the Israel- 
ites are to be on earth wher the pilgrim- 
aze is past and the prormused land is at

| In this three daye’ discbaaion there were 


hundreds of talks on the problems that 
relate-to Luusing. Seventy-six cities and 
“twenty-three states were represented, and 
each delegate told of things as they were 
where he came from. 

Suggestions were occasionally made as 
to methods of bettering things. But at 
‘least nine-tenths of the discussion might 
be termed inverntorying—telling of condi- 
‘tions, perhaps of machinery for control, 
perhaps of plans for the future—and yet 
the question, What is the remedy? re- 
mained without answer. How to go? was 
atiswered by “ We are trying this” or 
“We have tried this,” but never a clear 
ent answer, “‘ Thus and so.” 

‘The thread began with the admirable 
speech of the British ambassador,, James 
‘Bryce, who struck the keynote when he 
said: 

“T am not prepared to say what are the 
Temedies that can be applied” [the how- 
to-go]. 

It ran to the end, for the association 


+adopted no resolutions‘embodying its opin- 


ions or making any attempt to standardize 
procedure. Mind you, the conference was 
discussing the bad,features of bad housing 
and not the fundamental underlying prin- 
ciples, and not even on the how-to-go of 
these was opinion crystallized.

Mr. Bryce gave seven' reasons why & 
great city was a great evil. His first was 
as follows: 

“krom the point of view of health. In 
the city—and most of the great cities are 
crowded—there must be less oxygen and 
more microbes. 1 believe it is a fact that 
no city has maintaiped itself and its stand- 
ards of physical excellence without an in- 
draught from the country. If you were 
to leave the city alone, stop the indraught 
of the people who have grown up and 
formed their constitutions in the air of the 
country, the population would decline 
physically and, perhaps, begin to die out.” 

‘| shall digress from the main point 
enough to impress the truth of Mr. Bryce’s 
statement on the readers of this article. 
For instance, every year Chicago gains 
15,000 population by natural increase, but 
it gains an additional 30,000 by drawing 
on the country for them. 

If it were not for this constant skim- 
ming of the country the city death rates 
would not keep down in spite of its good 
health department. On the other hand, 
were it stopped the country death rates 
would drop, even though the state health 
departments remained as inactive and ineffi- 
cient as many of them now are. 


’ 4 — ; 
Ambassador Bryce said: “ Instead of 
letting a few- huge cities grow to more 
than a million in population it would be 


not exceeding 150,000 population, or per- 
haps even 100,000. This would furnish all 
the things that are needed for comfort and 
social enjoyment.” 

' Many authorities place 250,000-as ths 
limits of a city’s population, beyond which 
there is loss for the city and the country 
at large. Thus we see that so long as 
Ambassador Bryce stuck to the problem 
everybody was agreed. When he ventured 
into the fringe of the remedy opinions 
varied. 

- We must not get the idea that bad 
housing only exists in the huge cities of a 
million or more. Mr. Ball of the Chicago 
health department has examined the hous- 
ing in Washington, New York, Louisville, 
St. Louis, and Duluth, and he tells me 
that: their, problems only differ trom Chi- 
c<go" s in details. 

Prof. Tufts has made a housing survey 
of small cities, towns, and villages in IMli-

In another place a man occupied three 
small rooms. In one smal] room he had 
six boarders, while another housed his 
four grown daughters. Investigation 
showed that the five working members of 
the family had a combined income of $39 
a week. It was thrift that underlay this 
bit of shmeceaeeataiene 


In the experience of the speakers on this 
topic thrift often results in so low a stand- 
ard of living.as to seriously imperil the 
health and well being of the overcrowded 
families. As a genera! proposition, how- 
ever, the speakers found that greed under- 
lay overcrowding. 

When a municipality tries to prevent 
room overcrowding violent opposition al- 
ways arises. There is much talk about 
liberty, invasion of the home, a ma im 
home is his. castle, the oppression of 
poor, paternalism, but these gentlemen a 
experience record their judgment that

Dr. Veillier came forward with a solu- 
tion of the lodging evil based upon the idea 
that greed is the most frequent underlying 
cause.

In a ‘dozen ways, under exist- 
ing laws, he is held ‘responsible for vari- 
ous conditions. He has abundant means 


of knowing the use to which his property 


is put, and he generally does know. «A 
recent Chicago experience shows that it is 


“the best way to tackle’vice. 


Dr. Veillier proposes the following ordi- 
nance: | | 

“No tenement house, nor any’ 
thereof, shall be ‘used for the letting of 
lodgings without the consent in writing of 
the board of health, nor shall any person 
not a member of the family be taken to 
live within an apartment occupied by any 
family without such consent, 

“It shall be the duty of the owner of 
such tenement house to see that the pro- 
visions of this section are at all times com- 
plied with, and a failure to so comply on 
the part’ of any tenant, after due and 
proper notice from him, shall be deemed 
sufficient cause for the summary eviction 
of such tenant and the cancellation of his 
lease.”

The advantage of locating factories in 
the suburbs was advocated by John Nolen, 
landscape architect of Cambridge, Mass. 
By suburbs he means the peripheral part 
of a city and not suburban towns trying 
to maintain a separate government with 
the demands put on village government 
by proximity to the city, but without 
proper revenues to meet those demands.

NO ‘DISSENSION AMONG HELP 


United Mercantile Agency Offi- 
cials Say Employes Satisfied, 


BLAME 3 DISCHARGED MEN. 


Declare Disgruntled Workers Signed 
Bankruptey Petition. 


Officials of the United Mercantile agency, 
whose affairs are pending adjudication on a 
petition In bankruptcy before Judge Car- 
penter, declared yesterday there is no dis- 
sension among the employés now at work for 
the concern. Under an arrangement made 
by the officers the employés are paid their 
Wages at the close of each day’s work. 

This arrangement, they said, will be con- 
tinued until the court disposes of the bank- 
ruptcy petition or reorganization takes place. 
Only one half of the normal force of em- 
ployés is at work. 


Has 6,000 Stockholders. 

The company oper: tes a commercial rat- 
ing service, said by experts to be an advance 
over older rating systems. The concern is 
capitalized at $3,000,000, of which $1,800,000 
has been subscribed. ‘there are more than 
6,000 stockholders. ; 

Because of flerce competition, it was said, 
the company was plunged into financial diffi- 
culties and the payment of wages to about 
100 employés fell behind two weeks. 

“The bankruptcy petition was signed by 
three dischanged employés,’’ said John Hol- 
man, secretary of the company and a member 
of the stockholders committee. ‘“ Their 
claims for wages amount to less than $800."’ 


Lay Off Half Employes. 

The total wages due employés amount to 
about $4,000, according to the officers: Half 
of the employés were laid off at the time the 
bankruptcy petition was filed, and the daily 
pay arrangement was then made with those 
remaining at work. 

“The business is going ahead,” said DB. 
T. Hood, president of the company. “ We 
are operating under the direction of a stock- 
holders’ committee. Additional funds are 
being subscribed by the old stockholders and 
new interests, among them substantial Chi- 
cago financial men, are coming in. 

“We have been successful in raising 
money, and when the case comes up before 
Judge Carpenter next Thursday we hope to 
be in a position to show that we are ready to 
go ahead with the reorganization.

President Wants Both Prob- 
lems Legislated on Along 
Right Lines, 


MAY CONTROL THE HOUSE. 


Conservatives in Senate Will Try 
to Prevent Radical 
Changes, 


Washington, D. C. March 29.—[Special.}]— 
Reform of the eurrency will go hand in hand 
with the revision of the tariff if President 
Wilson has his way. 

No man is more alive to the importance 
of the economic problems he has to solve 
than is the president. He realizes that their 
solution will affect every man, woman, and 
child in the land. If the legislation enacted 
be along right lines, he believes, and this 
is especially true of the tariff, that most of 
the ills which afflict the country will be 
cured. But if the tariff alone be revised it 
is extremely probable that a short period 
of depression will follow to be succeeded 
by a tremendous boom in business, which 
will tax the currency system perhaps to the 
breaking point. 

In order to prevent the datrens which 
would arise from such a condition or the 
fear of it, the presidegt feels that at the 
extra session congress should enact compre- 
hensive currency legislation, 


Opposed by the Ccnservatives. 

The conservative leaders in congress insist 

the tariff and the currency are tremendous 

jobs and that it is unwise to ask congress at 

the extra session to tackle both of them. 

They want only the tariff considered this 

summer, leaving the currency until the first 

regular session, which begins in December. 

They claim it will be more difficult to get 

the kind of bills the president desires if both 

subjects are pressed, because of the factional 

rows which will be precipitated. The tariff 
alone will cause a split and the feeling will be 
intensified if the currency question be injected 
into the situation. 

The truth of the matter ts the conservative 
leaders realize they can keep their forces 
more handily together by tackling one prob- 
lem ata time. If both are considered they 
will have a condition of discord which will 
make it exceedingly difficult to 
iines intact, 

Wary Eye for Pitfalls. 

tt is possible they may be able to do more 
trading, to promise certain members if they 
will back them up in a conservative currency 
odll they will grant them tariff concessions, 
and vice verga. Moreover, the attention of 
the country is apt to be divided, which will 
enable them to slip in provisions of a “joker "’ 
character. 

Although President Wilson has had no @x- 
perience in the direction of national | 
tion, his knowledge of how wires were 


conservatives. Moreover, he is entering updh. 
the discuesion of the tariff and currency ques- 
tion with a wary eye and with an appreciation 
of the pitfalls which have been dug for him 
and which will be prepared — 
take place. 


Firm Stand by Wilson. 

It is refreshing to see how the president ts 
eearching for information. He entertains 
certain fundamental views on the tariff and 
oh the currency. These he Intends to have 
adopted; and If not, the mem who have check- 
niated him will be heid up to public scorn and 
the people will know exactly why ne failed. 

As to the tariff, he understands that he 
must see that sufficient: revenue is raised to 
pay.the operating expenses of the goverm- 
ment. He realizes further that nothing 
should be done which will injure legitimate 
business. But believing, as he does, that the 
tariff is responsible for practically all of the 
economic ills which afflict the country, it 
is his purpose to secure the right kind of « 
révision. To this end he will keep congress 
in session until he gets exactly what he 
wants. 


Little Difficulty in House. 

So far as the house is concerned, the presi- 
dent does not believe he will have any great 
difficulty in securing favorable action upon 
the rates he will advocate. If necessary, he 
will start a revolt against the Underwood- 
Clark combination. There ie little doubt that 
such actton would result in victory, because 
of the large Democratic majority and because 
of the dissatisfaction already in evidence at 
the decision of the leaders to prevent the 
organization of committees, savé ways and 
means, rules and accounts. 

Messrs. Clark and Underwood decided that 
from their standpoint it would be good policy 
to withhok assignments to committees in 
order to reward and punish members. If 
control of the house shall be wrested from 
them, and backed by the president undoubt- 
edly this could be a plished, the question 
of committee assignments could be settled by 
the men who acted In accordance with the 
wishes of the chief executive. The house sit- 
uation, therefore, presents a comparatively 
simple problem of tactics. 


Real Crux in the Senate. 

The senate is the real crux of the situa- 
tion. The Democrat majority in that body 
is only six. There ie more than that number 
of conservatives. If they should join with 
the Progressives and Republicans on @ ques- 
tion of protection the president would be 
powerless. But Mr. Wilson is of the opinion 
that some of the provisions he will recom-
